Mr. Sisson,—"And it is hell, and when we get into war. I want Amer- 


ica to make it so hellish for the enemy that he will realize he has 
been through perdition before ho gets through with Uncle Sam. (Ap- 
plaoae.) . . . " 


Mr. Montague.—'If the gentleman wishes to make war more helrish, 


an the gentleman has suggested 
most eloquently, would the gentleman 


subscribe to the poisoning of wells and springs?" 


Mr. Sisson.—"No: I would not do that." 
Mr. Montague.—"How can the gentleman get awmy from his argu- 


ment if he will not do it?" 


Mr. Sisson.—''I do not want women and children who are not com- 


batants to be killed, but if as a matter of fact I could poison a well and 
none but the enemy's soldiers drink it, bless your soul, I would poison the 
well and destroy the enemy's army and save the lives of onr own 
boys. . . ." 


Mr. Humphreys.—"Is it not a fact that the use of gas is the moat 


humane method of 
fighting?" 


Mr. Sisson.—"One of the most humane methods, because, in the first 


place, if you have K»S, the death is more certain, quick, and speedy than it 
is to leave them wounded and bleeding and dying on the battlefield." 


Mr. Denison.—"Now, as another means of making the death more 


certain. 1 wonder if the gentleman from Mississippi would approve the use 
of poisoned buUcts so that the wounded would also die?" 


Mr. Sisson^-"As a matter of fact, I must confess I hare reasoned 


about it—and I believe I have got a kind heart—I do not see very much 
difference in shooting a man with a bullet that is poisoned and one that 
is not poisoned. We are trying to kill him anyway.

Have the American people become so callous and indifferent 


to right and wrong that its public men dare to put into public 
record such sentiments as the above without hearing from this 
coun try ? Can it be that, f©flowing the recent war "to end war," 
that this country is preparing to spend $1,500,000 to make it- 
self perfect in the art of killing men by such barbaric methods? 


The public men of the world continue to make a lie of the 


war with each day. W« were told that the war was to end mili- 
tarism. The powers of the world are today feverishly building 
up military establishments fiat will rival those of the Prussian 
regime.

MORGAN AND THE MARKET BILL 


T 


HE bifl creating a separate department of markets to super- 
cede the division of markets, which has been introduced by 


the agricultural committees, and which is favored by the divis- 
ion of markets, by the governor and by progressives generally, 
fa of most vital concern to the fanners of the state. 


It would probably do more to immediately improve agri- 


cultnral conditions and correct the evils and abuses which now 
afflict the farmers than any other measure of the session. 


It has been carefully drawn, and reflects great credit on 


Attorney A. C. Eeis of the division of markets who prepared it. 


Attorney-General Morgan, addressing the joint committee 


hearing, suggested that the provision that the commissioner of 
markets shaD not hold stock in any warehouse or transportation 
company, should be broadened so that no employee in the de 
partment could hold any such stock. Further, he wanted in- 
Berted a provision that the commissioner of markets and all em- 
ployees of the department should be prohibited from doing any- 
thing to influence voting at primaries and elections. We would 
not be opposed to this, (perhaps we would not), if there were 
also a law passed prohibiting the Attorney-General, his depu- 
ties and the employes in his department from holding any trans- 
portation company stock or from doing anything to influence the 
rwnlto of a primary or general election. 


Then the Attorney-General wanted the power of the com- 


mlaaioner to issue orders, under the unfair practices section of 
the bflJ, and under other important sections, restricted so thai 
the commissioner could issue orders only when the governor 
AND irttorney-general. approved of them. This would give the 
attorney-general a veto power over some of the most important 
acts of the market department. 


The present attorney-general has shown himself so hostile 


in Ms attitude toward the organized farmers of the state that no 
member o/ the tegfcAature who wants to see an efficient depart- 
ment of markets slwald vote for an amendment which will give 
Mr. Morgan power to nullify or hold up the policies of the mar- 
ket department. 


Mr. Morgan abo Bonrecrted that the present attorney for 


the division of market* should be made an assistant attorney, 
general, and that any future attorney for the department of 
markets should be appointed by the attorney-general.

better not to pass the market bill at all, important as it is, 
a H naag U with this MMUdnagt.
